SUBJECT: CONTRACT EMPLOYEES 

1. PENDING LEGISLATION ON THE FOREIGN ASSISTANCE BILL FOR 
THIS YEAR WOULD CHANGE SECTION 656, FAA AS FOLLOWS: 

THE TOTAL NUMBER OF CIVILIAN OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES, IN- 
CLUDING CONTRACT EMPLOYEES, OF EXECUTIVE AGENCIES OF THE 
UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT WHO ARE CITIZENS OF THE UNITED 
STATES AND OF MEMBERS OF THE ARMED FORCES OF THE UNITED 
STATES (EXCLUDING SUCH MEMBERS, WHILE ACTUALLY ENGAGED IN 
AIR OPERATIONS IN OR OVER CAMBODIA WHICH ORIGINATE OUT- 
SIDE CAMBODIA) PRESENT IN CAMBODIA AT ANY ONE TIME SHALL 
NOT EXCEED TWO HUNDRED. EFFECTIVE SIX MONTHS AFTER THE 
DATE OF ENACTMENT OF THIS SUBSECTION, SUCH TOTAL NUMBER 
SHALL NOT EXCEED AT ANY ONE TIME ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY- 
FIVE. 

2. ON AN URGENT BASIS, REQUIRE THE NUMBER OF PERSONNEL 
WHO WOULD BE AFFECTED BY THIS CHANGE WHICH ADDS CONTRACT 
EMPLOYEES TO THE COUNTRY CEILING. INCLUDE ALL US CITIZENS 
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IN THE FOLLOWING GROUPS: 
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A. CONTRACTOR PERSONNEL WORKING FOR STATE, DEFENSE, AID, 
USIS, ETC. 

B. CONTRACT AIRLIFT PERSONNEL. 

C. MEKONG BARGE AND SHIPPING PERSONNEL. 

D. ANY OTHER ACTIVITY WHICH EMPLOYS US CITIZENS PAID DI- 
RECTLY OR INDIRECTLY BY THE USG. KISSINGER 
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
